RESEARCH AREAS

Anyone entering the courthouse will need to wear a
mask and complete a screening prior to you being
allowed into the building.

The research room will be open to the public from Monday — Friday
from 8:30 am - 12:00 and 1:00 - 4:00 pm.

Maximum of four (4) members of the public in the research room;
when you enter the building let the Deputy know that you wish to
access the research room, he will provide you with a pass. Currently
we are not limiting the amount of time that you stay in the Registry,
however if there is an increased demand, we may implement time
restrictions. If you are coming in just to record and there are no
passes available, please either use the drop box or call 324-1576 and
speak with a clerk, someone will come out to get your documents.

There are two (2) computers available for public use, however Deeds
staff is not available to assist you on computer usage beyond
demonstrating how to use the search system.
